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Merkel visits Dalhousie 


Joint research project. 

Halifax institute, 
German association 
agree to work together 


German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel arrived Thursday even¬ 
ing at Dalhousie University in 
Halifax, where she witnessed 
the signing of a memorandum 
of understanding between the 
Halifax Marine Research In¬ 
stitute and Germany’s Helm¬ 
holtz Association for a joint 
project to investigate ocean 
risks such as extreme weather 
conditions and the melting of 
the Arctic. 

After more than three 
hours talking mainly econom¬ 
ics at Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper’s lakeside West Que¬ 
bec retreat the previous night, 
the Halifax stop gave Merkel 
a chance to indulge in some¬ 
thing else she cares about: 
Mingling with scientists and 
students concerned about the 
environmental future of the 
world’s oceans. 


Earlier Merkel gave Harper 
what he wanted — strong 
public support for a Canada- 
European Union trade deal — 
but not before she gently but 
firmly noted “problems” with 
high carbon emissions from 
Alberta’s oilsands. 

Merkel’s pointed observa¬ 
tions about the need to reduce 
Canadian carbon emissions 
did not overshadow what was 
a genuinely warm 24-hour 
visit, spread over two days, in 
which a pair of like-minded 
politicians found much com¬ 
mon ground. 

But it did underscore the 
gap between Merkel and 
Harper on the key issue of the 
environment. 

Merkel backed Harper’s 
desire for a Canada-European 
Union pact by year’s end, by 
pledging to push for a “speedy 
conclusion” to the negotia¬ 
tions when she returns home. 
She’s only one of 27 political 
leaders in the E.U., but as its 
most powerful politician, her 
voice will be heard.

Consolidation. Province 
stresses project still in 
preliminary stages

Consolidating the Halifax and 
Dartmouth provincial courts 
could cost the province over 
$25 million. 

Information in a request 
for proposals for the consoli¬ 
dation project, announced by 
Justice Minister Ross Landry 
on Tuesday, indicates the 
province could spend $25.45 
million on additions to the 
Halifax courthouse on Spring 
Garden Road. 

That’s based on a $350- 
per-square-foot estimate and 
a total net area of 72,728 
square feet. 

Steve Smith, a spokesman 
for the Department of Trans¬ 
portation and Infrastructure 
Renewal, confirmed that 
price tag is in the ballpark on 
Thursday. 

“This is all very prelimin¬ 
ary, this is just a proposal. 
This job may happen or it 
may not happen, it all de¬ 
pends on what this proposal 
comes back with,” Smith told 
Metro Halifax. 

Landry announced the

project, which is billed as a 
way to contain costs while 
improving efficiency and 
safety, on Tuesday. The new 
court would include five 
additional courtrooms, cur¬ 
rently leased by the province 
in Dartmouth, with the six 
existing courtrooms at Hali¬ 
fax provincial court. 


A 1996 study into the pos¬ 
sibility of consolidation con¬ 
cluded it was feasible. The 
current RFP is aimed at up¬ 
dating that study. 

Dan Harrison, a spokes¬ 
man for the Department of 
Justice, warned against put¬ 
ting too much stock in the 
preliminary numbers. 


“It’s really hard to say ... 
because the price would also 
include what goes into the 
building, and the design lay¬ 
outs are a key part of that,” 
Harrison said. 

“Plus you have to look at 
what the cost of labour and 
the cost of materials will be 
at that point.”

Bedford to lose up to 95 RIM jobs: Minister 



About a quarter of employees 
at Research in Motion’s Bedford 
location could be facing layoffs. 

Percy Paris, Nova Scotia’s 
minister of economic and rural 
development and tourism told 
reporters on Thursday that he 
expects about 95 people to lose 
their jobs at the BlackBerry 
manufacturer’s Halifax oper¬ 
ation. 

“I just heard there could be 
possibly as many as 95 people 
that will be laid off at the RIM 
location in Bedford,” said Paris. 

“We haven’t had the oppor¬ 
tunity yet to talk to RIM, (but) I 
think RIM has been a veiy valu¬ 
able business partner for the

province of Nova Scotia and I 
hope, like everybody else, that 
the layoffs will be temporary.” 

Paris said he had not spoken 
to RIM’s management about 
the cuts, nor has the company 


requested further assistance 
from the province to maintain 
their workforce of more than 
400 people. 

RIM’s Bedford operation 
has been spared in a number 
of company-wide cuts over the 
past few years. Paris chalked 
the cuts up to global issues fa¬ 
cing the beleaguered mobile 
company. 

RIM was originally lured to 
Nova Scotia through the prom¬ 
ise of payroll rebates through 
Nova Scotia Business Inc. Paris 
could not say on Thursday how 
much money the company has

300-million-year-old 
artifact hailed as one 
of the all-time most 
important finds for N.S.

A sail-back reptile fossil found 
by a family and their dog along 
the Northumberland Shore is 
being called one of the most 
significant finds of its kind in 
the province’s history. 

Culture and Heritage 
Minister Leonard Preyra an¬ 
nounced the discovery at the 
Museum of Natural History at 
noon on Thursday. The collec¬ 
tion contains the first rib cage, 
backbone and partial sail of 
the sail-baclc to be found in 
Nova Scotia. 

The fossil, known at the 
museum as Superstar, was dis¬ 
covered by Patrick Keating of 
Dartmouth. He was at his cot¬ 
tage along the Northumber¬ 


land Straight and, while walk¬ 
ing his dog Kitty, noticed what 
looked like a rib cage sticking 
out of the mud in the bank of 
a cliff. 

It turned out to be the par¬ 
tial sail of a sail-back reptile 
— a mammal-like reptile that 
could grow up to four and a 
half metres long. 

“I thought it was veiy sig¬ 
nificant but no idea how sig¬ 
nificant,” Keating said Thurs¬ 
day. 

He showed the fossil to his 
brother, who took it to the 
museum, said Keating. 

“The museum said it was 
an extraordinaiy find and they 
had never seen anything like 
it.” 

Then a week after his dis¬ 
covery, Keating’s wife, Susie, 
and son Zachaiy discovered 
the spine and skull portions. 

The fossils have everyone 
at the museum veiy excited, 
said Deborah Skilliter, curator 
of geology for the natural-hist¬ 
ory museum. 

“I’ve been at the museum 
for 14 years and it is the most 
amazing fossil that I’ve seen in

my career.” 

She said paleontologists 
knew sail-back reptiles existed 
in the area because of the foot¬ 
prints. 

And the museum will con¬ 
tinue to do research in the 
area, Skilliter added 

“Each time we go there, 
we get a better understanding 
of what the area looked like 
back then.” 

And as for the superstar 
nickname, she said it was 
easy. 

“He came in and we knew 
he was going to be a star,” she 
said with a laugh.

Cape Breton. Feds still 
won’t take charge on ship 
dismantling: Dexter 


Nova Scotia’s minister of 
transportation wants a 
regional approach to deal¬ 
ing with the imminent clos¬ 
ure of the Acadian Lines 
inter-city bus service. 

Maurice Smith told re¬ 
porters on Thursday that 
he’s in talks with his col¬ 
leagues in New Brunswick 
and Prince Edward Island 
to examine the region’s 
regulatory framework gov¬ 
erning the service — a 
framework that Acadian’s 
operators, Groupe Orleans 
Express, cited as the reason 


they are closing up shop. 

“From my point of view, 
we need to have a regional 
service. It’s no good for 
each of us to be going off 
singly on this,” Smith said. 

“We have regulations in 
Nova Scotia, New Bruns¬ 
wick has regulations, PEI 


doesn’t. So we have to look 
at how the regulations per¬ 
haps could gel or mend.” 

Smith did not rule out 
the possibility of moving 
toward a model similar 
to that of Saskatchewan, 
where the provincial bus 
service is subsidized by tax¬ 


payers. But he did note that 
Saskatchewan’s service is 
an expensive operation. 

“That’s $11.2 million 
a year they spend — they 
service 290 communities, 
and they only carry 288,000 
passengers. It’s a very, very 
expensive service,” Smith 
said. 

“What I’m saying is that 
we would look at whatever 
models are out there, we 
would look at it all. I guess 
that’s my answer to the 
question.”

Premier Darrell Dexter says the 
federal government continues 
to refuse to take responsibility 
for the dismantling of a ship 
that ran aground off Cape Bre¬ 
ton almost a year ago. 

Dexter says the provincial 
government is doing every¬ 
thing it can do to facilitate the 
ship’s removal, but it’s not 
within Nova Scotia’s jurisdic¬ 
tion. Dexter’s comments come 
two weeks before the Benning¬ 
ton Group’s provincial author¬ 


ity to remove the ship expires, 
and the company has yet to 
file a revised work plan for the 
project. 

Dexter says he believes a 
pre-demolition site survey will 
be conducted by the Benning¬ 
ton Group next week and a 
timeline for full demolition will 
follow.

Concert-cash scandal 
fallout. Report makes 
35 recommendations 
for changes to 
municipal legal service

The Halifax Regional Muni¬ 
cipality’s legal department is 
busy implementing 35 recom¬ 
mendations from an external 
consultant’s review of their 
operations. 

But despite the fact that 
about half of the recommenda¬ 
tions have already been adopt¬ 
ed, the contents of the review 
have not been made public. 

HRM spokeswoman Shaune 
MacKinlay confirmed Thursday 
that the municipality’s legal- 
services department has begun 
work on the recommendations, 
made by Toronto- and Mont¬ 
real-based Catalyst Consulting. 


Because the report is in some 
way connected to the annual 
review of the Chief Administra¬ 
tive Office, the content of the 
recommendations will not be 
made public until that review 
is complete. 

“It’s part and parcel of (the 
CAO) review, so any determina¬ 
tion on when it will be released 
will be made when that review 
is complete,” MacKinlay said. 

“A number of things are 
connected to the CAO review. 
The legal-services review is 
something that was initiated by 
the CAO.” 

MacKinlay could not elabor¬ 
ate on exactly why the legal-ser¬ 
vices review is connected to the 
review; she could only confirm 
that parts of the review involve 
the operations of the Chief Ad¬ 
ministrative Office. 

A review of legal services 
was recommended as part 
of municipal auditor general 
Larry Munroe’s report on the 
concert-cash scandal. 

In that review, Munroe con¬ 
cluded that HRM’s legal team 


approved improper agreements 
with promoter Harold MacKay. 
Mayor Peter Kelly, despite his 
knowledge of the deals with 
MacKay, relegated some blame 
to the legal department. 

Mary Ellen Donovan, the 
city’s top solicitor at the time 
the deals took place, retired 
during the Catalyst review. 
Marian Tyson, a former deputy 
minister with the province’s 
Department of Justice, now 
serves as HRM’s director of 
legal services.

Trial delayed in alleged

Police are still 
uncertain whether 
woman's head and 
a foot found at a 
suburban park belong 
to the same person 


The gruesome discovery of a 
woman’s head and a severed 
human foot in the river of a 
suburban park in Mississauga, 
Ont., had police scouring the 
water, parklands and sur¬ 
rounding rocky hills Thursday 
in search of more body parts. 

The foot also appears to be¬ 
long to a female, as the toenails 
were painted yellow, police 
said, but until pathology tests 
are done investigators cannot 
say if both the head and the 
foot are from the same person. 

“Without a cause of death 
we can’t call it homicide, but 
certainly foul play — there’s 


definitely something amiss,” 
said Peel Regional Police Act¬ 
ing Insp. Randy Cowan. 

The size of the body parts 
do not suggest they are from a 
child, Cowan said. 

A group of hikers found the 
bare right foot severed from 
the ankle down Wednesday in 
the Credit River near Hewiclc 
Meadows Park, a popular spot 
for family walks in the quiet 
residential neighbourhood. 
The police marine unit found 
the head Thursday. 

“It’s a grim discovery any 
time we get these calls,” Cow¬ 
an said. “It’s certainly disturb¬ 
ing.” 

Search crews, divers and 
dogs combed the area, and po¬ 
lice expected to be on scene for 
at least two days. Investigators 
are also asking for the public’s 
assistance. 

Officers are sifting through 
missing-person reports, in case 
any have a link to the body 
parts, Cowan said.

Ecuador grants asylum to WikiLeaks founder Assange

He’s won asylum in Ecuador, 
but Julian Assange is no closer 
to getting there. 

The decision by the Latin 
American nation to identify 
the WikiLeaks founder as a 
political refugee is a symbolic 
boost for the embattled ex¬ 
hacker. But legal experts say 
that does little to help him 
avoid extradition to Sweden 
on sexual-assault allegations. 

Instead, with British of¬ 
ficials asserting they won’t 
grant Assange safe passage 
out of the country, the case 


has done much to drag the 
two nations into an inter¬ 
national faceoff. 

The silver-haired Austral¬ 
ian shot to international 
prominence in 2010 after he 
began publishing a huge trove 
of American diplomatic and 
military secrets — including a 
quarter-million U.S. Embassy 
cables that shed a harsh light 
on the backroom dealings of 
U.S. diplomats. 

Amid the ferment, two 
Swedish women accused him 
of sexual assault and Assange 


has been fighting extradition 
to Sweden ever since. 

The convoluted saga took 
its latest twist on Thursday, 
when Ecuadorean Foreign 
Minister Ricardo Patino an¬ 
nounced that he had granted 
political asylum to Assange, 
who has been holed up inside 
the small, coastal nation’s em¬ 
bassy since June 19. 

He said Ecuador was taking 
action because Assange faces a 
serious threat of unjust pros¬ 
ecution at the hands of U.S. of¬ 
ficials.

4 more bodies found

A Kenyan wildlife official says 
the final four bodies from a 
Ugandan military helicopter 
crash that killed seven people 
have been retrieved off of 
Mount Kenya. 

Simon Githau, a senior 
warden with the Kenyan 
Wildlife Service, said that the 
final four bodies from Sun¬ 
day’s crash of a militaiy heli¬ 
copter were found on Thurs¬ 
day.

travelling to Somalia to help 
in the fight against al-Qaida- 
linked militants crashed on 
Sunday on Mount Kenya.

South African police opened 
fire Thursday on a crowd of 
striking workers at a platinum 
mine, leaving an unknown 
number of people injured and 
possibly dead. Motionless bod¬ 
ies lay on the ground in pools 
of blood. 

Police moved in on striking 
workers who gathered near the 
Lonmin PLC mine Thursday 
afternoon after urging them 
to give up their weapons and 
go home to their hostels and 
shacks. Some did leave, though 
others carrying weapons began 
war chants and soon started 
marching toward the township 
near the mine, said Molaole 
Montsho, a journalist with the 
South African Press Association 
who was at the scene. 

The police opened up with 
a water cannon first, then used 
stun grenades and tear gas to 
try and break up the crowd, 
Montsho said. 


Suddenly, a group of miners 
rushed through the scrub and 
underbrush at a line of police 
officers. Images broadcast by 
private television broadcaster 
e.tv showed officers immedi¬ 
ately opening fire, with miners 
falling to the ground. Dozens 
of shots were fired by police 
armed with automatic rifles 
and pistols. 


The gunfire from weapons 
apparently on full automatic 
ended with police officers 
shouting: “Cease fire!” By that 
time, bodies were lying in the 
dust, some pouring blood. An¬ 
other image showed some min¬ 
ers, their eyes wide, looking in 
the distance at heavily armed 
police officers in riot gear.

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Judgment day 
for Russia’s 
Pussy Riot 


One of the key ideas behind the 
Russian punk provocateur band 
Pussy Riot was the supremacy 
of an idea over personality — 
thus the balaclavas that made 
the members both unrecogniz¬ 
able and fearsome. 

But the three members who 
were jailed in March following a 
guerrilla performance denoun¬ 
cing President Vladimir Putin in 
Moscow’s main cathedral have 
unwillingly emerged as vivid — 
and veiy different—characters. 
They await a verdict Friday on 
charges of hooliganism motiv¬ 
ated by religious hatred. 

One is a daring performance 
artist with a notorious part in 
a filmed orgy just days before 
she gave birth. Another is a 
poet and environmentalist with 
pre-Raphaelite looks. Rounding 
out the trio is a quietly cerebral 
computer expert, who has ap¬ 


plied her skills both to nuclear 
submarines and experimental 
art. 

If convicted they could be 
sentenced to up to seven years 
in prison. The trial has attracted 
worldwide attention as an em¬ 
blem of Russia’s intolerance of 
dissent. 

Nadezhda Tolokonnikova, 
Maria Alekhina and Yekaterina 
Samutsevich came together 
several years ago in a confron¬ 
tational art group called Voina 
(War), which attracted notice 
with risque stunts. The group 
painted a 65-metre penis on a 
St. Petersburg drawbridge — 
visible in much of the city when 
the bridge rose — and in 2008 
staged an orgy in a Moscow 
museum as a mocking com¬ 
mentary on Dmitry Medvedev’s 
imminent election as Russian 
president. 


The three also took part in 
a less-publicized punk perform¬ 
ance in 2009 at the trial against 
a prominent art curator in a 
Moscow court, singing “All cops 
are scum.” 

Voina’s chief ideologist 
Alexei Plutser-Samo said the 
three “performed courageous¬ 
ly” with the art group. 

Tolokonnikova, 23, who was 
heavily pregnant when she ap¬ 
peared in the museum orgy, is 
the main face of Pussy Riot. 

“We were looking for genu¬ 
ine sincerity and beauty and 
found it in our punk perform¬ 
ances,” said Tolokonnikova in 
her final statement at the trial 
last week.

One foot in front of the other. 
One step at a time. 

It’s a rule to live by for ad¬ 
venturers trekking through 
the Peruvian Andes. 

When you’re short of 
breath from the incredible 
altitudes and fatigued from 
hours of walking through 
intimidating mountainous 
terrain, sometimes the trick 
is to just keep going. Take 
enough small steps and you’ll 
eventually reach your goal. 

Nottingham, England, 
resident Oliver Lewis, 28, 
experienced that on a recent 
trek through the remote 
Lares Valley and on the clas¬ 
sic Inca trail to Machu Picchu. 

Even when a very real 
fear of heights threatened to 
stop him in his tracks — no 
thanks to a cow inexplicably 
and stubbornly resting on a 
narrow ledge high above the 
rainforest — Lewis was able 
to shimmy around the beast 
and over the vertigo- . 



inducing trail, albeit while 
clinging onto his guide’s 
walking poles for dear life. 

One step at a time. It’s a 
mantra his entire family is 
now intimately familiar with. 
Lewis’s five-year-old nephew, 
Thomas, is on a much differ¬ 
ent kind of journey, having 
been being diagnosed with 
leukemia in December. 

Together, the family has 
been taking it one step at 
a time as Thomas endures 
chemotherapy to treat the 
disease. Those difficult steps 
are what brought Lewis to 
Peru and what forced him to 
face his fears head-on. 

“I’ve been trying to get my 
head around what I can do 
to give something back. Not 
just to my nephew, but other 
people who are affected by 
that same disease,” Lewis 
says. 

The desire to do some¬ 
thing positive in the face 
of his family’s adversity led 
Lewis to Charity Challenge, 
a U.K.-based adventure tour 
company that re¬ 
quires clients to 
raise money for 
charity before 
taking off. 

He instantly 
gravitated to 
their trip to Ma¬ 
chu Picchu — the 
forgotten Incan city 
and one of the New Seven 
Wonders of the World. 

“If a five-year-old can 
go through chemotherapy 
and all the nastiness that 
goes with it, then I can do 
my best to raise money for 
charity and conquer my fear 
of heights,” he says. 

“I can’t imagine 
what my sister is go¬ 
ing through, so for 
me this is a way of 
saying, ‘I admire 
^ what you’re doing 
^ and I want to do 
something to

give back and show I can do 
more.’” 

With the help of his 
family, Lewis — who lost his 
father to cancer — had raised 
more than $8,500 for Chil¬ 
dren with Cancer UK by the 
time he embarked on his trip 
to Peru in late July. 

Once there, he met a group 
of strangers all equally com¬ 
mitted to and personally af¬ 
fected by a cause — whether 
that was overcoming cancer, 
arthritis, poverty or heart dis¬ 
ease, or providing care for ter¬ 
minally ill patients. 

Along the way, they 
pushed each other to com¬ 
plete sometimes-gruelling 
days through the vast Lares 
Valley and climb thousands 
of stairs up to Machu Picchu. 
They consoled each other 
when sickness or injury cut a 


hiker’s day short. 

The group donated school 
supplies to beaming children 
in remote villages and was 
greeted by descendants of the 
Incans, with their stunningly 
bright and colourful hand- 
woven alpaca clothing. 

His trek may be over, but 
Lewis is eager to retrace his 
steps, this time at Thomas’s 
side. 

Armed with new, awe¬ 
inspiring tales of Andean 
children, towering heights, 
ancient cities and adventure, 
Lewis is helping Thomas on 
his journey. 

“That’s the icing on the 
cake,” Lewis says, smiling. “I 
can go home, show him pic¬ 
tures and give him funny, 
strange little Peruvian pre¬ 
sents that he probably hasn’t 
even imagined existed.”

Witnessing disparity along the Inca trail 


The South American country of Peru is a rapidly developing nation and 
a hotbed for tourism because of its coastal charm, lost Incan treasures, 
Amazonian allure and Andean peaks. But behind the big cities and 
strong agricultural traditions, the United Nations Children’s Fund 
(UNICEF) says chronic malnutrition still exists to an alarming degree. 

“Peru is an interesting place because it’s technically a middle-income 
country with dropping levels of poverty,” explains Meg French, UNICEF 
Canada’s director of international programs. “Things look like they are 
improving, but the national figures are a little bit misleading.” 

Conditions for children in urban populations have been rapidly improv¬ 
ing — with malnutrition rates below 10 per cent — but indigenous, 
rural populations still have chronic malnutrition rates of about 30 per 
cent. 

For an outsider it’s a difficult concept to grasp, given how many 
families make a living off Peru’s fertile farmlands. The problem, says 
UNICEF co-ordinator Deisy Moscoso, is that those families often sell 
their crops for profit and restrict their own children’s diets to soups. 

Moscoso is based in Cusco, a sprawling Andean city renowned as the 
capital of the Incan empire, where more than a million tourists pass 
through annually on their way to Machu Picchu. But beyond the city 
boundaries, many of the indigenous Quechuas still lack the know¬ 
ledge to properly feed children under the age of three, stunting their 
development. 

“It’s tricky because you don’t see full-out malnutrition,” says French. 
“Some of the children can look very healthy at first glance, but that 
doesn’t mean they’re getting the right nutrients and vitamins. On the 
inside, their brains may not be developing the same, and it affects every¬ 
thing from health to intellectual development.” matt kieltyka/metro

Facebook shares hit new 
low as lockup period ends 



Declining stock. Early 
investors of the social¬ 
networking site get 
the option to sell 
after ban is lifted 


Facebook’s stock plunged 
below $20 US Thursday after 
the expiration of a ban that had 
prevented some early investors 
and insiders from dumping 
millions of additional shares 
they own in the social-network¬ 
ing leader. 

Firms ranging from Accel 
Partners to Goldman Sachs, 
Zynga CEO Mark Pincus and Fa¬ 
cebook board members James 
Breyer, Peter Thiel and Reid 
Hoffman were among those 
free to sell stock they own, after 
the lifting of a ban known as a 
lockup period. 


Eligible shares 


1.91B 

Only 271 million shares became eligible 
for trading Thursday, but by the time all 
the lockups expire, that amount will rise 
to 1.91 billion. 


It’s not yet known whether 
any of those investors had sold 
any stock because they have 
three business days to disclose 
any sales, said Sam Hamadeh, 
the CEO of PrivCo, which re¬ 
searches privately held com¬ 
panies. But many of them likely 
did, he said. 

If in fact many of them 
took advantage, Facebook’s 
stock could decline because the 
market would be flooded with 
nearly two-thirds more shares. 

Thursday was only the first 
of several lockup expiration 
dates for Facebook’s stock. The 
biggest one is coming in the 
fall. 

Facebook’s stock traded as 
low as $19.69 before bouncing 
back slightly. The shares closed 
Thursday at $19.87, down 
$1.33, or more than six per 
cent. Its initial public-offering 
price was $38 back in May. 

The previous low during the 
day was $19.82 and the previ¬ 
ous low for a close was $20.04, 
both reached Aug. 2. 

Facebook’s stock is likely 
to be volatile until the end of 
the year, when the majority of 
the lockups expire. Hamadeh 
called them a “dark cloud on 
the horizon.” the associated press 


U.S. companies paid more to CEOs than federal tax: Study

“Our nation’s tax code has become a powerful 
enabler of bloated CEO pay.” 

A quote from a report by The Institute for Policy Studies 


Twenty-six big U.S. companies 
paid their CEOs more last year 
than they paid the federal gov¬ 
ernment in tax, according to a 
study released Thursday by a 
liberal-leaning think-tank. 

The study, by the Institute 
for Policy Studies, said the com¬ 
panies, including AT&T, Boeing 
and Citigroup, paid their CEOs 
an average of $20.4 million US 


last year while paying little or 
no federal tax on ample profits, 
according to regulatory filings. 


On average, the 26 compan¬ 
ies generated net income of 
more than $1 billion in the U.S., 


the study said. 

The study blasted tax rules 
allowing unlimited deductions 
for CEO “performance-based” 
pay, like many stock options. 
It said the five biggest perform¬ 
ance payers among the 26 com¬ 
panies took $232 million of 
these deductions last year. 

Among the “kingpins” 
it criticized was CEO James 


McNemey Jr. of Boeing. It said 
he got $18.4 million in pay 
last year while his company 
received a tax refund of $605 
million. The study also laid 
into Citigroup for paying CEO 
Vikram Pandit $14.9 million 
while the bank received a net 
$144 million in tax benefits. 

Eighteen of the 26 compan¬ 
ies received cash back or cred¬ 


its to apply against tax in the 
future, according to the report. 

The study, a 45-page attack 
on the corporate tax code, said 
deductions and credits are al¬ 
lowing companies to lavish 
big pay packages on executives 
so they can cut their tax bills 
while Washington gets less 
money in a time of trillion-plus 
deficits, the associated press

Canada gets to keep its triple-A 
rating from Moody’s Investors 
Service. 

The New York-based agency 
said Thursday Canada’s eco¬ 
nomic performance and the 
financial position of its federal 
government have held up well 
enough to maintain the com¬ 
pany’s top rating. 

“Although the reces¬ 
sion caused a reversal of the 
improvement in the debt 
ratios, they did not deteriorate 
as much as in most other AAA¬ 
rated countries, are now on an 
improving trend, and remain 
compatible with the country’s 
AAA rating,” the Moody’s re¬ 
port said. Prior to the recession, 
Canada’s federal government 
had been running budget sur¬ 
pluses for several years. 

That ended after the Harper 
government spent heavily on 
infrastructure projects and 
other initiatives designed to 
boost the economy following

Agencies such as Moody’s, 
Standard and Poor’s and 
Toronto-based DBRS assess 
the financial stability or risk 
of governments and corpora¬ 
tions around the world and 
assign them ratings that are 
used by investors.

people in their office, somehow 
there was an insecurity that 
manifested of were we mak¬ 
ing fun of them? Which we 
weren’t,” she says. “We actually 
have friends that use Grindr, 
and it’s hilarious that you can 
hook up with someone two 
feet away from you — whether 
it’s gay or straight, it doesn’t 
really matter. I think that they 
just felt like it was exploiting 
or making fun of them, and in 
the end they did not return our 
phone calls.” 

Shepard and Bell hardly 
need to prove their gay-friendly 
bona fides, though. The long- 
engaged couple has stated num¬ 
erous times that they won’t be 


tying the knot themselves until 
gay marriage is re-legalized in 
California. And in the script 
for Hit & Run, Bell’s character 
takes Shepard’s character to 
task for using needlessly homo- 
phobic language. So maybe it’s 
really Grindr’s loss. 

“I think they’re not happy 
now that they said no,” Shep¬ 
ard offers. 

As the couple learned re¬ 
cently, though, the Grindr folks 
might have stopped returning 
their calls for a very different 
reason. “I just heard through 
the grapevine — through a 
friend of mine who’s sleeping 
with one of the Grindr owners 
— that they never really, truly 
believed it was [Bell,]” Shepard 
says. 

“I did all the product place¬ 
ment because we selfishly 
thought, well maybe if I make 
the call maybe there’s a chance 
that it might get a little fur¬ 
ther,” Bell explains. “So I prayed 
and hoped that someone recog¬ 
nized the name, but in this case 
apparently they thought it was 
a joke.”

Director weaves a tale 
of man-made ghosts 


Apparition. Film 
inspired by real-life 
neuropsychology 
experiment 


A lifelong fan of the horror 
genre, first-time writer-director 
Todd Lincoln set out to make “a 
new horror film for a new dec¬ 
ade” with Apparition, starring 
Ashley Greene and Sebastian 
Stan as a young married couple 
facing off against a man-made 
ghost. 

So where did this story come 
from? 

I was doing my own digging on 
the weekend on different sites 
that I go to for fun — these sort 
of conspiracy or supernatural or 
paranormal type websites and 
I came across these different 
stories about experiments that 
people are doing to tiy to cre¬ 
ate a ghost or create an appar¬ 
ition. And this was dating back 
to the earlier mid-70s with an 
experiment called the Philip 
Experiment, where some 


neuropsychology students and 
teachers set out to test this idea 
that paranormal things only 
existed or happened because 
you believed that they would. 
Since then, in the following 
decades other people have car¬ 
ried on their versions of the 
experiment with new theories 
and new technology and gear. 
So I thought this was such a 
cool way into a horror film or 
a ghost story, the idea of people 
creating a ghost or an appar¬ 
ition. I pitched this little seed 
of an idea to Joel Silver and 
his guys there, and they loved 
it, really responded to it. This 
actually got green-lit off the 
second draft of the script, and 
it moved veiy quickly. 

Do you spend all your 
weekends on those kinds of 
websites? 

Not just the weekends, more 
like all the time (laughs). Look, 
I mean as a person, as a film¬ 
maker I’m always searching for 
the truth — the truth in cin¬ 
ema, the truth in life, the truth 
in all these sort of unknown, 
unknowable, unexplained 


things. I’m just like a digger 
and a truth-seeker (laughs) and 
hying to shine a light on cer¬ 
tain things. And back in Tulsa, 
Okla., I grew up in this haunted 
historic home and experienced 
strange things there. It was 
a supposedly haunted home 
where somebody had commit¬ 
ted suicide in the room next to 
my room. So yeah, I sort of come 
by it honestly. And my mom 
worked on these direct-to-video 


horror movies in the 80s, so I’d 
be on set watching teenagers 
being killed. She would have to 
go to these butchers on these 
low-budget deals and ask for all 
their leftover, discarded animal 
parts and guts and blood, and 
then she’d put them in some 
kind of bag and set them on my 
lap in the passenger seat. I’d be 
holding this stuff and holding 
my nose as we drove to set.

IFC's Bullet in the Face 
makes good on its 
violent title 


Alan Spencer, creator of the 
1980s ABC police spoof Sledge 
Hammer!, has a new series 
with a title that’s a dead give¬ 
away: Bullet in the Face isn’t 
playing by quaint 20th-cen- 
tuiy network standards. 

Making a quick bow on 
IFC, with its six episodes split 
between Thursday and Fri¬ 
day (10 p.m. ET), Bullet in the 
Face mixes darkly madcap 
humour, a silly but sadistic 
antihero and lots of violence 
in a stew that even Spencer is 
hard-pressed to define. 

“Maybe the world of graph¬ 
ic novels might be the only in¬ 
fluence I could cite,” he said. 
Then again, he muses, he was 
interested in exploring the 
idea of a Euro-style thriller. 
And he sees a touch of The 
Prisoner in the fact it’s a short- 
run series. 

“I almost wrote it stream- 
of-consciousness ... with a de¬ 
gree of self-indulgence. I was 
amusing myself,” said Spen¬ 
cer, who otherwise has been 
keeping busy as a script doc¬ 
tor. 

The series stars Max Wil¬ 
liams as Gunter Vogler, a 
sociopathic gun-for-hire who, 
in line with the title, is shot 
in the face as the story opens. 
Police arrange a transplant — 
why not? — to give Vogler the 


visage of a detective that he 
killed, then force him to work 
against the city’s mobsters. 

Eddie Izzard and Eric Rob¬ 
erts play the bad guys and 
Kate Kelton is the gutsy moll 
who’s leading several lives, all 
of them dangerous. 

From its frenzied start, 
Bullet in the Face gets — im¬ 
pressively — even more fren¬ 
zied, with Williams, Izzard 
and Roberts unafraid to chow 
down on the surreal tale that 
Spencer has given them. 

IFC is putting the series in 
the company of other “touchy- 
feely” entertainment, Spencer 
joked, with Fight Club and 
From Dusk Till Dawn nestled 
close by on the channel’s 
schedule. 

While Sledge Hammer! 
laboured under broadcast re¬ 
strictions, Bullet in the Face 
has been given free rein on 
contemporary cable, he said. 

Is Spencer uneasy about 
glorifying violence by dress-

ing it in satiric trappings and 
making it cool? 

“No, because I’ve put it in 
a heightened fantasy world. 
It’s not good versus evil — It’s 
evil versus evil, and you have 
to decide who to latch on to,” 
Spencer replied. 

The series also is a reflec¬ 
tion of “what other entertain¬ 
ment looks like. ... with crim¬ 
inals being romanticized as 
our heroes,” he said. That idea 
of immoral characters provid¬ 
ing an audience catharsis is 


fascinating to Spencer, and it 
enticed him to make a villain 
his series lead. 

“That’s what I wanted to 
explore. People see Diehard 
and are rooting for Alan Rick¬ 
man,” not the putative hero 
portrayed by Bruce Willis, he 
said. 

Sledge Hammer! verged 
on that approach, with a lead 
character (played by David 
Rasche) who adored his .44 
Magnum above all. But the 
comedy’s 14 million viewers, 
although impressive in these 
days of niche programming 
and splintered ratings, earned 
it a pink slip after two seasons. 

Whether Bullet in the Face 
has a future or not, Spen¬ 
cer said he’s content that he 
didn’t hold anything back for 
the possibility of another sea¬ 
son. 

“That’s how I approach 
everything: I go for broke 
every time,” he said.

He had a bad day. Many of 
them, actually. 

But British-Columbia-bred 
troubadour Daniel Powter, 
whose 2006 Grammy-nom- 
inated hit single Bad Day be¬ 
came a global hard-knoclcs 
anthem, has turned his life 
around and is singing a more 
positive tune with the newly 
released album Turn on the 
Lights. 

The pop-roclc singer- 
songwriter says the title of 
the sunny new disc reflects a 
brightness that’s permeated 
his life since he kicked a drug 
and alcohol addiction, went 
through a divorce, got en¬ 
gaged to his former personal 
trainer, and had a second 
child. 

Now two years sober, he 
says he feels like a different 
person than he was when Bad 
Day was the Billboard Top 
Hot 100 song of 2006, as well 
as the theme song for a Coca- 
Cola ad and American Idol’s 
fifth season. 

“A lot of people will say 
that they got sober for other 
people, but I got sober for my¬ 
self,” a chiseled and tanned 
Powter, who counts surfing

and yoga among his hobbies, 
said in an interview. 

“I was so sick of myself, 
the redundancy of my life, 
and my patterns were so 
predictable. If I put a graph 
of my behaviour I could see: 
Things are tough, resent¬ 
ment, resentment, OK, I’m 
getting angry, I’m angiy, I’m 
angry — use. You could just 
see it all the time, and when 
... I wanted to really change 
my life, I had to learn how to 
have a more positive way of 


dealing with resentment and 
anger and things like that. 
And once I learned how to do 
that, then everything started 
turning around for me.” 

Powter admitted he was 
“in a really dark place” before 
he got sober. 

“I was on the fast track 
to kind of going down the 
wrong road and just ending 
up dead, which I would have, 
eventually, if I’d continued 
the way I was.” 

A lot of the anger that 


was fuelling his addiction 
stemmed from trauma in his 
childhood in Vernon, B.C., 
but he’s since learned how to 
deal with it, he said. 

He’s also had to learn how 
to write songs “from a differ¬ 
ent place,” which wasn’t easy. 

“I always wrote from a lot 
of pain. Even the Bad Day rec¬ 
ord, it was easy for me to gal¬ 
vanize a lot of energy when 
you have a lot of pain in your 
life.”

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Let’s talk about sex, baby 


The birds and the 
bees. Jane Fonda pens 
books explaining sex 
to teens but botched 
talk with own kids 


After releasing a book last year 
that explored sexuality at an 
older age, Jane Fonda says she’s 
just about finished penning 
new material geared toward 
young people who are curious 
about sex. 

The 74-year-old bombshell, 
activist, feminist and workout- 
tape guru says she’s nearly 
wrapped a book aimed at mid- 
dle-school-aged kids and an¬ 
other for teens in high school. 

Fonda runs two Georgia- 
based non-profits dealing with 
adolescent sexuality and repro¬ 
ductive health, and says she’s 
surprised by the attitudes about 
sex she’s encountered. 

“I’ve spent a lot of time with 
lads and with parents and it’s 
just stunning how little they 
know and how nervous parents 
are about talking,” Fonda told 
The Canadian Press in a tele¬ 
phone interview, noting that 


how and when the books are 
released will be up to her pub¬ 
lisher. 

“There’s a lot of books about 
plumbing and how eveiything 
works, but... I talk about sexu¬ 
ality in the context of identity. 
That it isn’t just about inter¬ 
course, that to be human is to 
be sexual. There’s nothing dirty 
or weird about it, and it’s im¬ 
portant to understand it very 
deeply.” And yet, she admits 
she missed her opportunity to 
talk to her own kids about sex. 

“I did very badly as a par¬ 
ent,” Fonda said. “I was not 
good. I think I was a few years 
too late. But I didn’t know 
enough at the time — that it’s 
not about waiting and then 
having the quote-unquote big 
talk. You have to start young, 
when they’re young, and in an 
age-appropriate way to begin to 
talk about things sexual so it’s 
no big deal. 

“And you create an environ¬ 
ment where your children feel 
comfortable coming to you 
with questions. If they feel that 
you’re nervous, which you tend 
to be if you wait to have the big 
talk, they won’t come to you. 

“Be what’s called an askable 



parent,” she added. 

Fonda speaks so frankly 
and with such apparent ease 
about a topic typically taboo in 
celebrity interviews, it’s easy to 
see why she took so strongly to 
her forthright character in the 
new film, And If We All lived 
Together, originally released in 
France with the title, Et si on 
vivait tous ensemble?

Europe is so blase 
about blending that many 
countries don’t even put 
the names of the grapes on 
their labels — preferring to 
play up the region where a 
wine comes from. 

When newbies like Aus¬ 
tralia, Chile and California 
entered the wine scene in 
the late 1980s, they saw 
bragging about their fruit 
combos as a selling point. 
They, and other New World 
countries, have been at the 
forefront of a wave of funky 
grape marriages. 

Down Under’s Hardy’s

Tuna livens up grill as 
summer’s end nears 


Grilled Tuna Steaks 
with Mango Herb 
Salsa. With fall about 
a month away, make 
the most of outdoor 
cooking with this 
exciting and easy dish 

Summer makes us long for 

the grill. But by the end of 
the season, even our favourite 
burgers and dogs can feel a 
little bit tired. 

So to keep your grilling 
interesting, here is a speedy 
grilled tuna dish that packs 
tons of big, bold flavours. 

For this recipe, it’s best to 
use tuna steaks, which are 
thick, meaty pieces cut from 
the fish in the opposite direc¬ 
tion than a fillet. 

You also could use salmon 
steaks, which often include 


the bone (which helps the 
flesh hold together on the 
grill). Swordfish also would 
work in this recipe. 

Keep the prep simple with 
just a light coating of oil and 
a bit of salt and pepper. This 
also allows the flavour of the 
tuna to shine. 

But to ensure you can also 
taste the fresh flavours of 
summer, top the tuna with a 
cross between a fruit salsa and 
an herby chimichurri. 

It goes together in about 
2 minutes with the help of a 
food processor. 

1. Heat the grill to high. 

2. In a food processor, com¬ 
bine the parsley, oregano, 
mint, 2 tablespoons of the ol¬ 
ive oil, the red wine vinegar, 
garlic, red pepper flakes, and 
the lemon zest and juice. Pro¬ 
cess until well chopped, scrap¬ 


ing down the bowl as needed. 
Add the mango and pulse 
once or twice to combine and 
lightly chop. Season with salt 
and pepper, then set aside. 

3. Rub the tuna steaks on all 
sides with the remaining 1 
tablespoon olive oil, then sea¬ 
son them with salt and pep¬ 
per. Grill the steaks for 2 to 3 
minutes per side for medium- 
rare. Serve topped with the 
salsa.

Brian Lovell is hoping to 
stick around Halifax Moose- 
heads training camp a lot 
longer than he did last year. 

The 17-year-old defence- 
man, a third-round draft 
choice of the Mooseheads 
in 2011, suffered a concus¬ 
sion on a hit by Nathan 
MacKinnon on just the 
second day of camp and 
it ultimately cost him a 
chance at making the team. 

“It sucked,” Lovell said 
bluntly. 

But a bigger, better Lov¬ 
ell has reported to rookie 
camp at Cole Harbour Place 
this week. 

The Chateauguay, Que., 
native decided not to stay 
in his home province and — 
once his concussion symp¬ 
toms cleared up — moved 
to Cornwall, Ont., to play 
midget AAA at the Ontario 
Hockey Academy. 

After recording just two 
assists in 25 games for the 
midget AAA Chateauguay

Patriotes in his draft year, 
Lovell broke out with eight 
goals and 21 assists for 29 
points in 28 games. 

“I’m an offensive de¬ 
fenceman and I got to show 
it there last year — I have a 
big body and I had a lot of 
opportunities to score,” Lov¬ 
ell said. “It did me good to 
play midget AAA. It gave me 
a confidence boost. I had a 
really good season and now 
I’m excited to be back.” 

Checking in at approxi¬ 
mately 170 pounds a year 
ago, the six-foot-one Lovell 
has filled out significantly 
and now weighs more than 
200 pounds. 

Along with his impres¬ 
sive size, he’s one of the 
best skaters at rookie camp. 
Mooseheads scouts love his 
raw talent and say he has 
tremendous upside if he 
puts it all together. They’ve 
compared him to former 
Mooseheads defenceman 
Jimmy S harrow. 

“Last year I was nervous, 
obviously, and this year I 
feel much faster, I’m bigger 
and mentally tougher,” Lov¬ 
ell said. “I think I’m a better 
player overall.” 

It’s believed the Moose¬ 
heads thought highly 
enough of Lovell that they 
protected him in the expan¬ 
sion draft in June, although 
the list was never made 
public. 

He’s battling with Randy 
Gazolla and Josh Desmond 
for the final one or two 
spots on Halifax’s blue-line 
and said he has to prove his 
worth. 

“I think I have a good 
chance and there are a few 
spots open, so I just have to 
go out there and work hard 
and see what happens,” 
Lovell said. “It would be an 
amazing experience and I’d 
love to be on this team.”

NHL negotiations on ice 


NHL. Uneasiness 
grows and 2012-13 
season in doubt as 
lockout deadline nears 


The first tense moments 
of the NHL’s collective bar¬ 
gaining negotiations have ar¬ 
rived. 

With Gary Bettman and 
Donald Fehr not scheduled to 
sit across from one another 
until the middle of next week 
and the sides unable to even 
agree on the core issues that 
need to be addressed, a sense 
of uneasiness has suddenly 
enveloped the talks. 

After Wednesday’s ses¬ 
sion, in which the NHL dis¬ 
missed the union’s initial 
proposal, Fehr set off for pre¬ 
scheduled player meetings in 
Chicago. The union boss will 
also oversee a session with 
players in Kelowna, B.C., be¬ 
fore returning to Toronto and 
resuming CBA discussions on 
Aug. 22. 

At that point, the league 
and the NHL Players’ Asso¬ 
ciation will have just 24 days 
left to reach a new agreement 
and avoid a lockout. 

But where do they start?

There is very little common 
ground between the propos¬ 
als each side has put forth 
and neither seems particu¬ 
larly willing to move off its 
current position. 

“What the issues are and 
how they get solved and 
how deep the issues go are 
something that we’re not 
yet on the same page about,” 
Bettman said Wednesday. 

Meanwhile, the hockey 
world remains on hold — and 
many are starting to brace for 
the worst. The Detroit Red 
Wings announced Thursday 
that they’re cancelling their 
annual September prospects 
tournament in Traverse City, 
Mich., due to the “uncer¬ 
tainty” surrounding the CBA. 

Eight teams had been 
scheduled to participate. 

“We have determined that 
it is in everyone’s best inter¬ 
est to cancel this year’s tour¬ 
nament,” Red Wings GM Ken 
Holland said in a statement. 

Sub-committees from the 
league and union gathered 
Thursday to discuss non-core 
economic issues such as trav¬ 
el, ice conditions and training 
camp. 

Both sides seemed encour¬ 
aged about the status of those 
talks, but as deputy NHL com¬ 
missioner Bill Daly pointed 
out: “I don’t think that’s 
where this CBA is going to get 
cut or not.” 

In simple terms, the 
owners want to pay players 
less — much less. Despite the 
fact the NHL’s revenues grew 
from $2.2 billion before the 
2004-05 lockout to $3.3 bil¬ 
lion last season, a number of 
teams are still struggling. 

The financial success of 
the wealthiest franchises over 
the last seven years ended up 
hurting the poorer ones. 


Salary-cap gap 


Here’s a look at how the salary 
cap would be impacted by the 
current CBA along with propos¬ 
als from the NHL and NHLPA for 
the 2012-13 season: 



That’s because the salary 
cap was tied to overall hock¬ 
ey-related revenues and rose 
dramatically from $39 mil¬ 
lion in 2005-06 to $64.3 mil¬ 
lion last season, bringing the 
salary floor (the minimum 
teams must spend) up along 
with it. If next season was 
played under the current sys¬ 
tem, the cap would have been 
set at $70.2 million and the 
floor would have been $54.2 
million. 

However, a new deal needs 
to be put in place before the 
NHL resumes operations.

Sure there was a bit 
more of a personal connection 
for the Jackson Generals than 
just being the Double-A affiliate 
of the Mariners. Hernandez’s 
older brother, Moises, is a pitch¬ 
er for the Generals. 

But the reaction more than 
4,000 kilometres away from 
Safeco Field speaks to Hernan¬ 
dez’s importance to the Marin¬ 
ers organization. Hernandez 
has a Cy Young Award. He’s 
now joined the pitching elite 
with the 23rd perfect game in 
baseball history. What’s next? 

Trying to make the Mariners 
relevant again for more than 
the efforts of their pitching ace. 


“Just keep throwing the 
way I’ve been throwing,” Her¬ 
nandez said. “Just do my job. 
Try and help my team to win. 
That’s what is next.” 

From the time he made his 
major-league debut in August 
2005 at 19, the question has 
been “when,” not “if” he would 
ever throw at least a no-hitter. 

He nearly did in 2007, tak¬ 
ing a no-hitter into the eighth 
inning and finishing with a 
one-hit effort against the Red 
Sox. In 2009 against Texas, Her¬ 
nandez carried a no-hitter into 
the eighth before Nelson Cruz 
hit a home run. 

Those near-misses only in¬ 
creased Hernandez’s desire to 
achieve perfection. 

Hernandez has stuck 
around in Seattle through a 
pair of 101-loss seasons since 
his debut seven years ago and 
countless days where Hernan¬ 
dez has been on his game and 
the Mariners offence failed to 
give him any support. 

“This guy deserved the odds 
to fall in his favour, for sure,” 
Seattle catcher John Jaso said.
